Relatively Mild 
Winter Here; Third 
Freeze in Florida 
About this time of year South- 


west Arkansans start counting 
the days until Spring, but 
comparatively speaking our 
section has had a mild Winter, 
with a bottom of 16 degrees. 


Much of the nation is con- 


fronted with one of the severest 
Winters in history, particularly 
the Eastern seaboard. 


Knowing that our current week 


of cold weather was moving out 
Wednesday heading eastward, I 
telephoned 
Sarasota, Fla., 


Wednesday night to learn 
whether it had arrived in 
southern Florida. It had indeed. 


Despite its location on a Gulf 


beach Sarasota 
on Wednesday 


morning had a low of 30 degrees, 
and a hard freeze in the truck 
crop area a few miles inland. 


So the Winter vegetable far- 


mers of the Sunshine State have 
lost three consecutive crops in as 
many months—in November and 
December, while I was in 
Sarasota for surgery, and now 
this week's disaster. 


The price of Florida Winter 


vegetables is always high. It has 
to be, so farmers can build up a 
cash reserve to tide them over 
Just such a disaster as the 
current season. 


The resort hotels and motels 


won't suffer as much as you 
think. However cold it gets in 
Florida it's vastly colder in the 
North and Northeast, and lasts 
for weeks up there while it 
passes in a day or two in the 
Sunshine State. So just about now 
the "snowbirds" will be pouring 
into the St. Petersburg-Tampa- 
Sarasota area in a wild flight 
from the frozen North. 


I recall an amusing device the 


local television stations used to 
comfort unhappy Floridians 
when the November freeze 
•truck.' Tne stations '•ran film 
clips showing 14 feet of snow in 
Anchorage, Alaska. Irrelevant, 
of course, but good news in the 
so-called tropics. 
Laird Has Ho 
Plans to Close

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


fense Secretary Melvin R. Laird 
has indicated no major military 
bases will be closed in the near 
future. 


"As far as major base clos- 


ings," he said Wednesday, "this 
will be a matter that will be de- 
termined as we move forward 
with the 1972 budget and as we 
see what kind of response we 
have from the Congress to our 
budget submission." 


The new budget is expected to 


go to Congress within the next 
week or so. 


Although Laird now appears 


to have ruled put any major 
closings in the near future, he 
said some reductions still must 
be made. 


"I am working on the plans 


now with the services to see 
that 
those 
reductions 
are 


brought about," he said. It is 
understood these cuts in opera- 
tions and maintenance will in- 
volve training bases which were 
expanded for the Vietnam war.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A 


Baltimore man was killed today 
and 13 other persons were in- 
jured in an early morning fire 
that gutted the second story of 
the Sam Peck Hotel in down- 
town LitUe Rock. 


The fire was contained on the 


second floor, with only smoke 
and water damage on the other 
three floors. The adjacent mo- 
tel was not harmed. 


Little Rock Police identified 


the victim as Richard Foristel, 
58, of Baltimore, Md., whose 
body was found lying near a 
window in his room. 


Pieces of a chair he apparent- 


ly had attempted to break out 
a window with were scattered 
around the room. 


Fire Chief Jack Davis said 


Foristel apparently died of suf- 
focation. 


The fire was reported at 2:24 


a.m. by state Rep. George No- 
wotny of Fort Smith. 


Davis said that Nowotny had 


returned to his room and had 
taken a bath when he discov- 
ered the fire in a party room 
adjacent to his room. 


The hotel, located about six 


blocks east of the state Capitol, 
frequently houses state legisl- 
tors when they stay in Little 
Rock for sessions of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, which is now in 
session. No legislator was listed 
as Injured.

Cambodia 
Recaptured

SAIGON (AP) — Cambodian 


troops recaptured the northern 
end of Pich Nil Pass today and 
South Vietnamese marines mov- 
ing from the south were report- 
ed only three miles away from a 
linkup. 


A press dispatch from the 


front said 1,300 Cambodian in- 
fantryman seized the heights 
overlooking the northern end 
after enemy forces retreated, 
leaving behind the bodies of 
comrades killed in their bunk- 
ers. 


Pich Nil Pass was the last en- 


emy-held stronghold on High- 
way 4, the on main route to the 
sea. 
The North 
Vietnamese 


seized the pass and a second 
one farther south last Novem- 
ber, cutting off the flow of oil 
.and other supplies from Phnom 
Penh. 


A South Vietnamese spokes- 


man said this three miles of the 
seven-mile pass was the only 
stretch of Phnom Penh's high- 
way to the sea.still not under 
control of the South Vietnamese 
and their Cambodian allies. 


U.S. 
command and control 


helicopters hovered over the 
South Vietnamese, overseeing 
their progress northward along 
Cambodia's Highway 4. 


A Saigon spokesman said the 


force of more than 1,000 ma- 
rines was meeting no significant 
resistance in the pass, which is 
midway along the 115-mile road 
that connects the Cambodian 
capital and Kompong Som, the 
country's only deepwater port. 


"The marines are not moving 


too fast," the spokesman said, 
"because of difficult character- 
istics, of the terrain." 


The highway is flanked by 


heavy jungle and the marines 
were sweeping half a mile on 
each side of the road, he said.

NEW YORK (AP) — Sen. Ed- 


ward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
wept when he informed his fa- 
ther of the 1970 auto accident 
that took the life of Mary Jo Ko- 
pechne, according to an account 
by a private nurse to the late 
elder Kennedy. 


Rita Dallas, Joseph P. Kenne- 


dy's nurse for eight years, also 
recalled in the February issue 
of the Ladies Home Journal that 
Sen. Kennedy had a poor sense 
of direction while driving, once 
losing his way while taking his 
father for a drive. 


"I was present, when, with 


tears in his eyes, Ted told his 
father about Chappaquiddick, 'I 
was in an accident, Dad, and a 
girl was drowned. That's all 
there was to it, but you're going 
to be hearing a lot about it on 
TV'," Mrs. Dallas wrote. 


She said that Sen. Kennedy 


has "grown up on the Cape, yet 
his sense of direction was so 
bad that there was a family 
joke about his never knowing 
which turn to take." 


Kennedy maintained after the 


accident that he had taken a 
wrong turn before driving off a 
bridge on Chappaquiddick Is- 
land. His passenger, Miss Ko- 
pechne, a secretary to the late 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, was 
drowned.

Rule Change 
Designed to 
Halt Injuries 
CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex. (AP) 


— The NCAA Football Rules 
Committee 
made 
its 
first 


change in offensive blocking in 
30 years Wednesday, and chair- 
man John Waldorf warned, "If 
this doesn't stop the injuries, 
we'll expand the rule to perhaps 
banning all below-waist block- 
ing." 


The new blocking change pre- 


vents what is termed "crack- 
back" blocking toward the line 
of scrimmage below the waist in 
an area within five yards of the 
present permitted clipping zone. 


The permissive clipping area 


is four yards on each side of the 
center and three yards on each 
side of the line of scrimmage. 


Although concerned about the 


risin number of knee injuries, 
the college football rules mak- 
ers held their fire on putting in 
a stiffer measure. 


Other rule changes among the 


19 passed concerned punts into 
the end zone and possible short- 
ening of games through mutual 
consent of the officials and team 


- captains. 


Under the new rule a punt 


that hits in the end zone without 
touching a player on the receiv- 
ing team will be returned to the 
20-yard line. There were in- 
stances this season where punts 
hit the end zone and spun back 
on the field of play. 


Under a new rule the referee, 


with the consent of the two team 
captains, can shorten the game 
such as in a runaway score. 


Two rules passed involved the 


shortening of the length of the 
games. 
Time 
outs 
were 


trimmed from four to three 
each half per team. Also, the 
clock will be stopped after a 
penalty only until the ball is 
ready for play. 


Other rule changes included: 
—When two opposing players 


catch the ball at the same time, 
each receiver must have at 
least one foot in bounds for the 
simultaneous catch to be ruled. 
The offensive team gets the 
ball. 


—Position of the ball on the 


bounce after a fumble or lateral 
pass will be determined by 
whether or not the player who 
recovers has at least one foot in 
bounds at the time of recovery.

Douglas to 
Defend Title 
at Phoenix 
PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - Dale 


Douglass was the forgotten man 
today as he set out in defense of 
his title in the $125,000 Phoenix 
Open golf tournament. 


His name rarely was men- 


tioned as a possible candidate 
for the $25,000 first prize, he 
played his practice rounds in 
splendid isolation and — even 
though the defending champion 
—wasn't invited to appear in a 
shot-making clinic preceding the 
tournament. 


"Well," he mused, "I don't us- 


ually participate in that sort of 
thing." 


While Douglass, a lanky, 6- 


foot-2,155-pounder, doesn't make 
much noise in public, the quiet, 
thoughtful man from Denver 
owns a high regard among his 
fellow touring pros. 


He recently was elected to the 


touring players policy board, 
was one of three players select- 
ed to speak to prospective play- 
ers at the last PGA players 
school and, as a player, has won 
three tournaments and almost 
one-quarter million dollars in 
the last three years. 


"All I do is play golf," the 


34-year-old Douglass said of his 
lack of color and public atten- 
tion. 


He ranked as a top contender 


for the title in this, the third 
stop on the pro tour this season, 
but, as usual, most of the atten- 
tion centered on Arnold Palmer 
and Billy Casper going into to- 
day's first round of play at the 
Arizona Country Club. 


"I'm not playing as well as 


I'd like to," he said before start- 
ing out, "particularly with my 
putting. You have to putt well 
to win. 


"I'm not one of these players 


who believes that we all hit the 
ball pretty much alike and that 
putting makes the difference. 
But I'm not putting well," he 
said. 


Then, he was asked, you don't 


think you're playing well enough 
to win? 


"Oh, now, I didn't say that," 


he smiled. "I didn't say that at 
all. 


"I feel that if you keep hitting 


the ball near the hole and keep 
putting at it, some of them will 
fall. I try to play the same way 
every day. Golf is like automo- 
bile racing. You can't make a 
game plan. You just go out on 
the course hoping and trying for 
the best."

Pro Bowl to 
Pitt Old AFL, 
NFL Rivalry 


LOS ANGELES (AP)-There 


are strong indications, including 
the words of Jim Otto and the 
vote for team captains on the 
American Conference All-Star 
squad, that Sunday's Pro Bowl 
will have one element the Super 
Bowl lacked—the deep emotion 
of the old AFL-NFL rivalry. 


"The majority of the players 


on the American Conference 
team are from the old AFL," 
said Otto, an 11-year veteran 
who goes back to the AFL's be- 
ginning. "So from that stand- 
point, it's almost like AFL ver- 
sus NFL." 


That fact would seem to be 


underscored by the selection of 
captains for the game in which 
40-man squads from the AFC 
and NFC will tangle Sunday at 
1 p.m. PST in the final contest 
of pro football's first season un- 
der 
its 
new 
two-conference 


structure. 


In the 
vote for 
captains 


Wednesday, the AFC players, 
with 32 representatives from old 
AFL teams, selected a quintet 
of former AFLers as their lead- 
ers—Otto, quarterback Daryle 
Lamonica and Cornerback Wil- 
lie Brown from Oakland, and 
linebacker Willie Lanier and de- 
fensive end Jerry Mays from 
Kansas City. 


Left on the outside were the 


eight players from the three 
teams that joined the 10 AL 
clubs in the AFC this season, 
including linebacker Mike Cur- 
tis, defensive end Bubba Smith 
and safety Jerry Logan from 
the Super Bowl champion Balti- 
more Colts. 


But then this game, as Otto 


sees it, means more to those 
whose talent was derided in the 
early years of the AFL than to 
any newcomers. 


"We're all here to play for 


one purpose—to make the AFC 
a winner," Otto explained. "But 
the old AFL player probably 
will be playing with a pride he 
wouldn't have if he was a 
rookie. It's not that we're not 
happy to have Baltimore, Cleve- 
land and Pittsburgh as part of 
us. 


"It's just that this is the big 


one for the Willie Browns, the 
Johnny Robinsons, the Walt 
Sweeneys—the game we wanted 
for some time. For those of us 
who played in the AFL All-Star 
game this is a long awaited 
game.

Summerall kicked 
101 field 


goals during his career in the 
National Football League, but 
one overshadows the rest. 


The year was 1958 and the 


New York Giants were trailing 
the Cleveland Browns 13-10 
with time running out. Sum- 
merall came off the bench and 
booted a 53-yarder through a 
blizzard that gave the Giants a 
tie and forced a playoff for the 
Eastern Conference champion- 
ship. 


New York's victory over the 


Browns in that playoff game 
boosted the Giants into the 
NFL championship game which 
they lost 23-17 to the Baltimore 
Colts in sudden death over- 
time. 


In the 13-13 tie with the 


Browns, snow had wiped out 
the yard markers. 


"We'll never know exactly 


how far it was," says Summer- 
all, who will be inducted into 
the Arkansas Hall of Fame 
Friday night at Hot Springs. 
"The man holding the chains 
later told me he thought it was 
a 55-yarder. Some say it was 
longer. I'll always regret not 
knowing for sure. It's 53 in the 
record book." 


Summerall 
was a 
10-year 


man in the pros (1952-61) and, 
in 1959, led the NFL in field 
goals with 20. During one three- 
game victory stretch in 1959 he 
kicked nine field goals as the 
Giants won 9-7, 9-3 and 9-6.

Simplified 
Form Giving 
IRS Trouble 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


federal government is having 
more trouble with its best- 
known publication—the new, re- 
vised, simplified, easier-to-un- 
derstand tax form 1040. 


It seems large numbers of 


Americans filing their income 
tax forms early this year are 
overlooking a new peel-off mail- 
ing label on 1040. It isn't being 
peeled off and the International 
Revenue Service is disturbed. 


In the first week of 1971, IRS 


officials said, up to 10,000 out of 
100,000 early filers either failed 
to use the peel-off label or list 
their names, addresses or Social 
Security numbers at the top of 
1040. 


The peel-off label, attached to 


the basic tax package mailed to 
millions of taxpayers by IRS, in- 
cludes the name, address and 
Social Security number as re- 
corded on a taxpayer's 1969 re- 
turn. 


IRS is asking taxpayers to 


peel it from the front page of 
the package and paste it in the 
proper place at the top of 1040. 
If the label isn't used, taxpayers 
must fill in the section them- 
selves. 


In past years, no peeling was 


required. The label was in the 
proper place, saving taxpayers 
the trouble of filling out their 
names, addresses and Social Se- 
curity numbers if the informa- 
tion on the label proved correct. 


IRS went to the peel-off label 


this year when it made another 
revision in form 1040 in hopes of 
making it easier for taxpayers 
to read and easier to fill out. Us- 
ing the label speeds processing, 
-IRS says. 


But 
officials 
indicated the 


habits of a number of taxpayers 
haven't changed. 


"All 
we have in some cases is 


a signature," the spokesman 
said. "In such cases, we don't 
know how to get in touch with 
them." 


If the trend continues, it could 


mean a lot of delayed refunds, a 
slowdown in processing, and a 
mass of defective returns.

Eversmeyer testified that 


Selb had trouble machining the 
parts to the prescribed toler- 
ances and used the welded ma- 
terial to build up under cut 
areas so the parts could be ma- 
chined again. 


Selb had a contract with Gen- 


eral Dynamics to make the up- 
per and lower wing pivot plates 


that absorbed much of 
the 


stress from the movable wings 
and 
16-foot longerons, two of 


which supported the tail section 
of the plane. 


Unauthorized weldings began 


in 1968 after Selb had accumu- 
lated a number of parts that 
had been machined too deeply, 
Eversmeyer said. He said Mel- 
vin C. Davis, manager of the 
Selb plant, told him that the 
company was going to start 
welding the parts. He said he 
was warned by Davis to con- 
ceal the weldings from Roy 
Spear, a General Dynamics in- 
spector. 


Eversmeyer said that Spear 


found out about the unauthor- 
ized weldings and the practice 
was stopped. The weldings re- 
sumed in about two weeks with 
Spear's knowledge, he said. 


The government has charged 


that Selb officials gave Spear 
"gratitudes" so he would not 
report the unauthorized weld- 
ings.

British Postal 
Strike Gains 
Foreign Aid 
LONDON (AP) - A threat of 


foreign support for striking Brit- 
ish postal workers grew today 
in response to an appeal for for- 
eign unions to cut communica- 
tion links with Britain. 


The day-old walkout—the first 


in the history of the British Post 
Office—appeared headed into a 
lengthy stalemate with the Cabi- 
net's decision not to intervene. 
All mail and cable 
services 


were halted, but almost 90 per 
cent of the nation's telephones 
continued working on automatic 
systems. 


In Brussels, the general secre- 


tary of the Post, Telephone and 
Telegraph International, Stefan 
Nedzynski, said he had asked 
unions everywhere to support 
the walkout. The PTTI repre- 
sents about 2.5 million workers 
in 82 countries.

causes. When the symptoms 
are 
sufficiently 
character- 


istic, the ulcer is usually 
(here even if it cannot be 
seen by X-ray studies. 


The most constant symp- 


tom of peptic ulcer is pain. 
It may be a burning ache, 
cramplike or gnawing pain. 
If the peptic ulcer is in the 
lower esophagus, the pain is 
at the l o w e r end of the 
breastbone and may begin 
during eating or soon after- 
ward. 


The pain from an ulcer in 


the stomach usually starts 
within an hour after eating. 
It is usually just under the 
left rib margin and some- 
times over the lower chest 
area. Duodenal ulcer pain 
c o m m o n l y begins two to 
three hours after eating in a 
small area b e t w e e n the 
navel and the lower end of 
the breastbone. 


Rarely, an ulcer will cause 


back pain or if it involves a 
portion of the small intestine 
quite some distance from the 
stomach, the pain may be in 
the middle of the abdomen 
or even in the lower left 
abdomen. 


A peptic ulcer usually does 


not cause pain before break- 
fast. This more o f t e n is 
"burning" due to nervous- 
ness or anxiety. Ulcer pain 
frequently occurs at night- 
one to four hours after going 
to bed. If the pain is relieved 
by antiacid or food, it usual- 
ly does not recur until after 
b r e a k f a s t . Pain at night 
usually means a severe ulcer 
or f o r m a t i o n 
of large 


amounts of acid-pepsin di- 
gestive juice in the stomach. 


The ulcer p a t i e n t soon 


learns that his discomfort 
can be r e l i e v e d by food. 
While the stomach churns, 
the valves at the inlet and 
outlet of the stomach are 
closed, preventing 
acid- 


pepsin juice from spilling 
out over the ulcer. The acid 
stomach contents .bathing 
exposed nerve endings in 
and around the ulcer cause 
pain. The t y p i c a l ulcer 
patient eats when the pain 
occurs and if he is having 
pain at night, he eats or 
drinks milk for relief. 


Of course, antiacids relieve 


peptic ulcer pain. Baking 
soda (not good treatment) 
usually provides some relief. 


Some patients have a sen- 


sation of fullness in the pit 
of the stomach. Nausea and 
vomiting occur b e t w e e n 
meals but usually along with 
typical pain. 


Among atypical symptoms 


of a duodenal ulcer is the oc- 
casional patient with diar- 
rhea. The p a t i e n t has an 
overactive digestive tract 
and the ulcer is only part of 
the picture. Eventually, a 
careful analysis of the prob- 
lem identifies pain in the 
typical location above the 
navel or a d e q u a t e X-ray 
studies show an ulcer. 


It is true that an ulcer may 


not fit the "textbook" pic- 
ture but most of them cause 
Eroblems so much like those 


sted above that if you have 


these symptoms you can be 
fairly certain you have a 
peptic ulcer.

Israel Forces 
Told to Cut 
Rough Stuff

GAZA (AP) — Israeli security 


forces have been told to cut out 
the rough stuff in the violence- 
torn capital of the occupied 
Gaza Strip. 


Informed sources said "spe- 


cial orders to behave" were is- 
sued following a number of 
complaints of beatings by the 
tough border police who were 
sent into Gaza City 11 days ago. 
They were ordered in because 
grenade attacks by Palestinian 
guerrillas, mostly against other 
Arabs, had become daily occur- 
rences. 


Israel captured the 30-mile- 


long Gaza Strip and its popula- 
tion of 400,000, many of them 
Palestinian refugees, in the 1967 
war. The area had been under 
Egyptian military rule since the 
Palestine war in 1948. 


The border police reportedly 


beat up suspected guerrillas 
during questioning and identifi- 
cation 
checks. 
Dr. 
Merrill 


Moore of Nashville, Tenn., chief 
doctor at the Baptist Hospital, 
said he treated some of those 
rounded up who required medi- 
cal attention, but he said their 
injuries were minor. 
! 


Moore said the number of 


such cases "peaked" last week 
and has gone down since. 


Some Israelis admit that the 


police, many of them army ve- 
terans or members of Moslem 
minorities inside Israel, may 
have overreacted to the situa- 
tion. 


Without referring to the meth- 


ods of the police, a military 
spokesman said the "increased 
presence" has proved effective. 
There have been only three ter- 
rorist incidents since the extra 
forces arrived, he said. 


"Nobody likes it much to gov- 


ern the Gaza Strip by force," he 
added. "We hope that the period 
will be a short one." 


In the Israeli parliament, one 


member said the behavior of 
the security troops has been det- 
rimental to the morale and prin- 
ciples of the army. 


Interior Minister Yosef Burg 


replied that no Israeli-held terri- 
tory would be allowed to be- 
come a "lawless enclave of 
murder and terrorism." 


Meanwhile, the Israeli army 


for more than two weeks has 
cordoned off the Al-Shatti refu- 
gee camp, which houses about 
30,000 Palestinians along the 
beach front. 


Two major thoroughfares in 


Gaza City have been put under 
round-the-clock curfew because 
of the number of grenade at- 
tacks along them. Israeli sol- 
diers guard the intersections; 
residents go about their busi- 
ness in side alleys.

Nixon Hopes 
Next Two Will 
Be Better

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon is two years in office 
today and any appraisal of his 
performance in the first half of 
his term should not ignore his 
own assessment: "I hope I do 
better." 


Nixon is frank to concede per- 


formance fell short of his high 
?xpectations of 24 months ago, 
out he can take comfort from 
the 
fact 
he experienced 
no 


earth-shaking setbacks. 


His decision last spring to 


send U.S. ground troops into 
Cambodia raised many an eye- 
brow and many a voice—but the 
operation was 
officially pro- 


claimed a military success and 
in no way could be labeled Nix- 
on's Bay of Pigs. He has had no 
such disasters. 


Some observers, looking tar a 


handy measure of presidential 
performance, seize upon public 
opinion polls that attempt to 
measure 
a chief 
executive's 


popularity. 


In Nixon's case, more mean- 


ingful yardsticks can be found 
in statistical charts that drama- 
tize: 


1. The President's most nota- 


ble success to date: His effort to 
gradually liquidate the Vietnam 
war. 


2. His most notable failure: A 


faltering economy that did not 
respond to his pre-1971 prescrip- 
tions, or predictions. 


When Nixon took office, there 


were 542,400 troops in Vietnam. 
Now there are about 335,000 and 
the level is projected to drop to 
284,000 by May 1. Monthly com- 
bat deaths fell during the period 
from 795 to 138. Draft calls 
dropped from 26,800 a month to 
a current 17,000. 


The economy presents a quite 


different picture. Living costs 
climbed from 124.1 to 137.8 as 
measured against a 1957-59 av- 
erage of 100. The unemployment 
rate ballooned from 3.4 per cent 
of the work force to an even 6 
per cent—a nine-year high. And 
in 1970, the broadest measure of 
economic activity, the Gross 
National Product, declined for 
the first time in 12 years, mak- 
ing allowances for inflation. 


Taken together, statistics on 


Vietnam and the economy sug- 
gest Nixon has had offsetting 
ups and downs in two years. 
While no such conclusion should 
be reached on the basis of 
charts covering only two issues, 
there is some evidence to sug- 
gest that even Nixon may not 
disagree with the view that his 
24-month record leaves him not 
far from where he started Jan. 
20, 1969. 


Otherwise, why would he be 


revising economic policy and 
voicing new promises of domes- 
tic reforms? 


Quite apart from Vietnam, the 


chief executive can count other 
important 
accomplishments. 


For one thing, no cities burned, 
there were no major riots and, 
by the start of 1971, the campus 
mood seemed quieter. A big fac- 
tor with students, perhaps, was 
a Nixon-initiated reform of the 
military draft—another plus for 
the administration. 


Although crime rates contin- 


ued to rise, they did so at a 
slower pace than in the last 
years of the Johnson adminis- 
tration. And while some grum- 
bled about Nixon's approach to 
school desegregation, considera- 
ble progress was registered on 
that front in the once-recalci- 
trant South. 


In foreign affairs, talks with 


the Soviets on limitation of stra- 
tegic arms were launched— 
though negotiations slowed per- 
ceptibly as Middle East tensions 
mounted and produced edginess 
in 
Washington-Moscow rela- 


tions. 


As for the Middle East, the 


administration brought about an 
Arab-Israeli cease-fire that con- 
tinued into the new year, and a 
potential autumn military con- 
frontation in Jordan was avoid- 
ed. 


Clearly, 1969 was kinder to 


Nixon than 1970. l-ast year's 
congressional elections results 
brought him, in fact, to a low 
point. Since November, howev- 
er, the President 
has made 


what would seem to be an effec- 
tive slab at regaining the initia- 
tive. 


In his first year in office, Nix- 


on quickly gave heart to the 
many AimTicanb who had tired 
of the Vietnam war and former 
President Lyndon H. Julmson's 
preoccupation with Asia. 


After 
hardly 
wanning his 


chair, Nixon took off for Ku- 
rope, to Uruiuulizf hus personal 
unicorn about that part of the 
W'irUl Then, flying to Midway 
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fstend for a conference with the 
president of South Vietnam, he 
announced the first of the con- 
tinuing rounds of U.S. troop 
withdrawals from the war zone. 


A Nixon plan to install a limit- 


ed number of antiballistio mis- 
siles 
in 
the 
United States 


prompted a lengthy Senate de- 
bale and his view prevailed by 
but a single vote. 


But this close call was over- 


shadowed by a more momen- 
tous event: The planting of the 
American flag on the moon by 
the first men to reach that goal. 
Basking In the reflected glory of 
the three pioneering astronauts, 
Nixon flew to the Pacific to wit- 
ness their successful recovery 


from the sea. 


Continuing what became a 


globe-circling journey, Nixon 
proceeded to Guam and there 
enunciated a "doctrine" that 
now bears his name—a general 
policy statement that in the fu- 
ture the United States would try 
to limit its troop role overseas 
and would expect its foreign 
friends to do more to help them- 
selves militarily. 


On the minus side, from Nix- 


on's standpoint, the Democrat- 
ic-controlled Congress did not 
hesitate to revise or ignore ad- 
ministration proposals. 


The Senate handed the Presi- 


dent his biggest direct rebuff by 
rejecting his Supreme Court 


nominee. Judge Clement 
F. 


Haynsworth of South Carolina. 
Early 1970 produced a new has- 
sle with the Senate, which again 
spurned a Supreme Court nomi- 
nee, this one G. Harrold Cars- 
well. 


Much more important was a 


surprise presidential announce- 
ment April 30 that he had or- 
dered U.S. ground forces into 
combat 
in 
Communist-threat- 


ened Cambodia. He argued the 
offensive would help 
protect 


American lives in South Viet- 
nam. 


The home front exploded. 


Thousands of students went on 
strike, demonstrators laid a 


day-long seige to the White 
House, and National Guardsmen 
and police shot and kii'ed stu- 
dents at colleges in Ohio and 
Mississippi. 


Moreover. Secretary of the In- 


terior Walter J. Hickel wrote 
the President a forceful letter 
that argued the administration 
was not paving sufficient heed 
to young people or. for that mat- 
ter, to Cabinet members. 


On June 30. the last American 


combat man left Cambodia and 
the domestic uproar died away. 


Meanwhile on Capitol Hill, 


Congress blocked action on Nix- 
on's most ambitious domestic 
proposal, a welfare reform plan 


to guarantee all poor families 
with children a minimum an- 
nual income of $1.600. Side- 
tracked, too. was a key .s'ixon 
program to share fecierai tax 
revenues with state and local 
governments. 


One major Nixon reform was 


enacted, under the spur of a dis- 
ruptive wave of illegal strikes 
by postal workers. 
Congress 


voted to transform the Post Of- 
fice Department into a govern- 
ment corporation and to relin- 
quish its power to fix postal 
rates. 


After a quick trip to Europe 


last fall, Nixon returned home 
to undertake a different kind of 


voyaging: A series of campaign 
tours in behalf of Republican 
candidr '?s, 
especially 
those 


running for the House and Sen- 
ate. 


Despite his strenuous efforts, 


and the even more energetic en- 
deavors of Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew. GOP hopes of captur- 
ing control of the Senate went 
aglimmering. Democrats gained 
important governorships 
plus 


nine House seats and were vot- 
ed control of additional state 
legislatures. 


Regrouping for the second two 


years of his term. Nixon shuf- 
fled 
his Cabinet and White 


House staff. Hickel was fired 
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from Interior. David M. Kenne- 
dy stepped down as secretary of 
the Treasury to become a rov- 
ing ambassador. And Nbton 
startled many in both parties by 
making John B. Connally Jr., 
former Democratic governor of 
Texas, his choice to succeed 
Kennedy. More than one Repub- 
lican 
thought 
the 
President 


could have found a deserving 
GOP partisan for the post.

authority bill. When the Senate 
voted on the bill, Sen. Robert 
Harvey of Swifton, Kell's home- 
town, asked that Senate rules 
be suspended. 


Jones was in the chamber 


when Harvey rose to be recog- 
nized, but went out the door to 
confer with an Arkansas Chil- 
dren's Colony official who had 
asked to see him. 


The Senate suspended the 


rules by a voice vote and then 


Harvey said he recalled no 


understanding 
whereby he 


should hold up consideration of 
the nomination of Kell, "but 
it's clear that he (Jones) thinks 
we had one." 


He said that when the nomi- 


nation arrived, he asked the 
presiding officer, Lt. Gov. Bob 
Riley, to be recognized once 
the vote on the turnpike bill was 
out of the way.

"I had no way of knowing he 


would be in the chamber or not 
when they finally voted on the 
turnpike bill and recognized 
me," Harvey said.

"Because of intolerable pres- 


sure put on rne regarding roads 
and highways, it is a matter of 
necessity that I know what 
terms I'm going to be on with 
the coinmissioners," Jones said.

An Admitted 
Candlelight 
Killer Is Dead 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) — 


"The candlelight killer strikes 
again" was scrawled in pencil 
across the closet door. Candles 
burned near the body when po- 
lice arrived. 


The murder, one of several ri- 


tualistic slayings still puzzling 
authorities in the West, was dis- 
covered June 7, but the young 
man who admitted scribbling 
the phrase has taken further de- 
tails to the grave.

the 1970 state census figures. 


At the same time, they re- 


ceived confirmation that the 
state's 1970 population total was 
1,293,295. 


Under that figure, the ideal 


population figure for each of the 
35 Senate districts would be 
54,952 and for each of the 100 
House districts the figure would 
be 19,232. 


The board members would 


not commit themselves unequi- 
vocally to single-member dis- 
tricts, but said that would be 
their aim so long as the con- 
cept is practible.
